POTATOES. 

By  selecting  suitable  varieties  of  potatoes  excellent  crops  both  in  qu.ality  and 
yield  can  be  raised  in  Saskatchewan.  This  is  one  line  of  work  that  has  received 
parliiidar  altentiun  fur  a  great  many  years  at  the  Indian  Head  Experimental  Farm 
Tll...u^auds  of  -i.miiles  are  sent  out  each  season,  and  in  this  way  thousands  of  settler- 
have  been  able  to  start  with  pure  seed.  A  good  piece  of  summer-fallow  makes  an  ideal 
potat.1  plot.  Good  results  are  also  obtained  on  well  worked  backsetting.  Alanure 
applied  tlie  name  year  as  planting  is  liable  to  cause  scab.  A  good  plan  is  to  manure 
th.'  land  in  the  fall  and  grow  a  crop  of  roots  or  corn,  following  this  with  potato  crop 
the  next  season.

BUSH  FRUITS. 

Most  bush  fruits  do  well  in  Soutlurn  Sa-lia>l.ewan  provided  they  are  proteeteil 
hy  a  windhreak  and  tiiven  liie  proper  attention  in  thi>  way  of  pruning:  and  cult ivatin^r. 
(Irass  and  weeds  should  never  he  allowed  to  prow  anionj^^t  the  hushes,  as  tiny  rec|uire 
every  hit  of  moisture  availahle  in  oriler  to  ^'ive  a  hoihI  ipiantity  and  ijuality  of  fruit. 
T'p  to  the  lirosont.  insects  have  piven  very  little  trouhle  in  Saskatchewan.  I.ati'  spring 
;"rosl~  are  more  to  ho  feared,  hut  some  claim  to  overcome  this  to  n  jrreat  extent  hy 
-preadiufT  a  mulch  of  straw  or  manure  around  the  roots,  therehy  holdinp  the  frost  in 
liic  j-Tound  in  the  sprintr.  wliicji  keep~  the  hu-h  from  throwiuK  out  its  hlossoms  too 
larly.

(iooseherries  require  winter  jiroteetion  and  sho\dd  he  covered  with  earth  for  a 
winter  or  so  until  they  heeome  well  estahlished  and  eveii  later  on.  T^irpre  hushes  m.iy 
lie  jirotected  hy  eov(>ring  with  stahle  manure.  This  heljis  to  pather  the  snow  and 
affords  sutiiiicnt  protection.  Varieties  recomuiended  are:  Ruth.  Downing,  Smith 
ImproMil.  Ifouirhton,  Red  Jacket.     Ifouphton  is  the  most  satisfactory. 

Striiirl,,  rrirs. — Several  varietiiv  of  strawberries  have  proveil  suitable  and  can  he 
ri>eoinmeiidcd  for  Saskatchewan.  Senator  Dunlap  is  undoubtedly  the  hardic-t.  while 
Redrr  Wood,  though  less  hardy,  gives  slightly  larger  berries.  Roth  are  inrfi  it  tlower- 
Inir  varieties. 

Strawberries  require  winter  protection,  and  si;  juld  be  covered  with  straw  or  stable 
•nannre.  <'are  being  taken  not  to  cover  until  the  groimd  is  well  frozen.  The  idea  is  to 
iireveiit  alternate  thawing  and  freezing  of  the  trround  in  the  sjiring  and  to  ilelay 
Mi^-omiug  to  avoid  iii,iury  from  spring  frosts.  From  two  to  three  incOies  of  covering 
i^  sutlicicut. 

TREE  FRUITS. 

Crab  api>les  and  phniis  of  -everal  varii-ties  are  pniving  a  succe--  at  the  Experi- 
mental Earm.  and  give  good  crops  ahno^t  ever.v  season. 


ORNAMENTAL  SHRUBS. 

I'eautify  your  homo  by  planting  a  few  lilacs,  honeysuckle-,  caragana  or  other 
tlowcring  shrubs.  The  variety  of  hardy  and  suitable  sorts  is  limited,  but  there  are  a 
number  that  have  proved  suitable  beyond  a  doubt.  A  limited  number  of  shrub  seed- 
ling- are  available  each  season  at  the  Indian  Head  Farm.
